* Mr. Workman moved that a committee of three be appointed for the allot- 
ment of seats, which motion prevailed, and the speaker announced the following 
to form said committee: Mr. Workman, Mr. Caldwell and Mr. Gaffney. 

‘Mr. Mills moved that out of respect to Messrs. King, Merrill, Benson, Storey 
and Girton they should be requested to make the choice of seats, and such motion 
prevailed. 

Mr. Crane, from the committee appointed on yesterday to wait upon the 
Governor, ‘asked for instruction from the House, as to. whether the committee | 
was expected to act in conjunction with a like committee from the Senate, or to 
act independently of the Senate committee. 

‘Mr. Anderson moved that in view of the fact that the Senate had not yet’ 
organized, the committee be instructed to wait upon the Governor at once and 
without reference to the Senate. 

Mr. Workman submitted the following report from the committee on allot- j 
ment of seats. 

Mr. Speaker—Your' committee on allotment of seats to members would 
respectfully submit the following report: 

That the sergeant-at-arms be instructed to number all desks from "1 to 36 
consecutively, except the five seats allotted. That a number of slips of paper, 
numbered in the same manner, be placed in a hat, that the clerk shall call the 
roll of members alphabetically, and that a blindfolded page shall draw one slip 
from the hat in response to each name called. The number on the slip so drawn 
shall be the number of the desk to which.the member is entitled, with the 
privilege of members exchanging seats afterwards.

We have selected the Statesman office as the office to do the printing for the 
House temporarily. (Signed.) Cray, Chairman. 


Mr. Caldwell moved to adopt the report, which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Mills offered the following resolution: 


Resolved, That justices and ex-justices of the supreme and district courts, 
all present, and all ex-state officers, members of any former legislatures of this 
State or Territory, members of the legislatures of any other state, state officers 
of any other state, members of the constitutional convention and members of 

, the United States Congress be invited to a seat within the bar of this House. 


Mrs. 
Resolution was adopted. ; 


Mr. Workman moved that the sergeant-at-arms be instructed to procure a 
copy of the Fifteenth Session Laws for each member of this House, which 
motion pre‘ ailed. 


Mr, Hopper moved that the sergeant-at-arms be instructed to procure the 
journal of last session, which motion prevailed. 


` Mr. Clay moved that the sergeant-at-arms be instructed to procure a flag for 
the flag staff on the capitol building, which motion prevailed. 


Mr. Lewis moved that the sergeant-at-arms be instructed to get a post-office 
box for the members of the House, which motion prevailed. 


Mr. Storey by unanimous consent introduced House Bill No.1. “An act to 
amend Section 48 of an act entitled an act to define the qualifications of electors, 
to provide for nominations to public office, to authorize proclamations and regis- 
tration, to govern and regulate elections, to specify the duties of election officials 
and their fees, to regulate procedure in contested elections, to govern and regu- 
late elections for changing county seats and county boundaries, to provide for 
printing and distributing ballots and other election supplies at public expense, 
and for the publication and distribution of copies of the election laws, and 
repealing all territorial laws on elections.” Approved February 25, 1891, and the 
bill was read the first time. 


Mr. Mill moved that the rules of Section 15 of the constitution be suspended 
and bill will be read a second time. 


The question being “Shall the rules and Section 15 of the constitution be 
suspended and bill passed to second reading?” 


The ayes and nays were taken with the following result:

Mr. Workman moved that a committee of three be appointed by the speaker 
to negotiate for the purchase of the Fifteenth Session Laws for each member, 
and motion prevailing the speaker appointed Messrs. Workman, Lawson and

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE.

To the Honorable the House of Representatives of the State of Idaho: 


I have the honor to inform you that the President of the Senate has 
appointed as a special committee of three acting in conjunction with the com- 
`~ mittee from your honorable body to arrange the time and place for the assembling 
of the joint convention to receive the annual message of His Excellency the 
Governor, viz.: Senators Brown, Stewart and Campbell.

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES. : 


Mr. Mills from the special committee on rules and joint rules submitted the 
following report which was read entire, after which, on motion of Mr. Caldwell, 


it was taken up and considered section by section. - 

Mr. Speaker—Your committee on rules respectfully report the following 
rules for the House and recommend their adoption: ` 

1. The speaker shall take the chair at the time to which the House stands 
adjourned and the House shall then be called to order, and after prayer by the 
chaplain, the roll of the members called and the names of the absentees shall be 
_ entered upon the journal of the House. 

2. Upon the appearance of a quorum the journal of the preceding day shall 
be read by the clerk, and any mistakes therein shall be corrected hy the House. 


3. A majority of the members present may order a call of the House and 
cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must not be made after voting 
has commenced. A call being moved, the speaker shall require those desiring 
the “call” to rise, and if a majority of members shall rise, the call shall be ordered. 

The call being ordered, the sergeant-at-arms shall close the doors and no member 
` shall be allowed to leave the room. 


The clerk shall then call the roll as amended, and furnish the sergeant-at- 
arms with a list of those members absent without leave, and that officer shall 
proceed forthwith to find and bring in such absentees. While the house is under: 
“call,” no business shall be transacted except to receive and act upon the report 
of the sergeant-at-arms. And no motion shall be in order except a motion to 
suspend further proceedings under the call. Upon the report of the sergeant-at- 
arms showing thatall of the members who were absent without leave, naming 
them, are present, the “call” shall be at an end, and the doors shall be opened 
and the business or motion pending at the time the call was made shall be 
proceeded with. 

The speaker shall preserve order and decorum and shall decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the House.

5. The speaker shall vote upon all questions taken by ayes and nays (except 
on appeals from his own decision), and in all elections or decisions called for by 
any member. 


6. When the House adjourns the members shall keep their seats until the 
speaker announces the adjournment. 


7. Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from his seat and 
respectfully address the speaker; and remaih standing in his place before pro- 
ceeding to speak until he is recognized by the chair. 

8. When two or more members shall rise at once, the speaker shall designate 
the member who is first to speak; but in all cases the member making the motion,‘ 
or the chairman of the committee making the report which is under consider- 
ation, shall have the privilege of opening and closing the debate thereon. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject, nor shall 
any member occupy the floor for longer than one hour at one time, without leave 
of the House; nor shall any member speak more than once until every member 
choosing to speak on the subject pending shall have spoken. 

10. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be seconded. It 
shall be stated by the speaker before debate, and any such motion shall be 
reduced to writing if the speaker or any member desires it. ' 

11. After a metion shall have been stated by the speaker it shall be deemed 
to be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at any time by the 
consent of the House before amendment of decision, but all motions, resolutions 
or amendments shall be entered upon the journal whether rejected or adopted. 


12. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day 
certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely, which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. 


13. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when a member is 
addressing the chair or a vote is being taken, or as provided in rule 3. 

14. (1). There shall be a motion for the previous question, which being © 
ordered by a majority of members present, if a quorum, shall have the effect to 
cut off all debate and bring the house to a direct vote upon the pending question. 
It shall be in order, pending the motion for, or after the previous question shall 
have been ordered on its passage, for the speaker to entertain and submit a 
motion to commit, with or without instructions, to a standing or a select commit- 
tee. (2). A call of the House shall not be in order after the previous question is 
ordered, unless it shall appear on an actual count by the speaker that ‘a quorum 
is not present. £ 

15. When the previous question is decided in the negative it shall leave the 
main question under debate for the.residue of the sitting, unless sooner disposed 
off by taking the question, or in some other manner. ; 

16. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for the 
previous question, during the pending of such motion or after the House shall 
have determined that the main question shall now be put, shall be decided, 
whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. - 

17. Petitioris, memorials and other papers addressed to the House shall be 
presented by the speaker or by a member in his place. 

18. Every member present within the bar of the House shall vote on any 
question put, unless excused by the House. 

19. When the speaker is putting the question no member shall walk out of 
or across the hall; nor, when a member is speaking shall any person entertain any 
private discourse or pass between him and the chair. 

20. If a question in debate contains several points, the House may order the 
same divided., e 

21. A member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted 
to explain, and the House, if appealed to, shall decide the case. If there be no 
- appeal the decision of-the chair shall be submitted to. Onan appeal no member 
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shall speak more than once without leave of the House, except when a member 
is called to order for offensive language, in which case there shall be no debate. 


22. Every bilk-and joint resolution shall be introduced on the report of 
a committee, or on a call for bills and joint resolutions, or by a motion for leave. 


23. Every bill before being introduced shall have endorsed thereon the title 
of the same, and every bill or resolution shall have thereon the name of the 
member introducing it, and when ordered by a committee the name of such 
committee shall be endorsed thereon. 

24. No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shall any bill be put upon its 
final passage until the same, with the amendments thereto, shall have been 
printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill become a law unless the 
same shall have been read on three several days in the House previous to the 
final vote thereon; Provided, In case of urgency two-thirds of the House may, .

34. When a motion has been made and earried or lost, it shall be in order 
for any member of the majority. on the same or succeeding day, to move for the 
reconsideration thereof; and such motion shall take precedence of all other 
questions, except the consideration of a conference report or a motion to adjourn, 
and shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day without the consent 
of the House, and thereafter any member may call it up for consideration;

And it shall be, moreover, the duty of s.id committee to report from time to 
time whether any and what retrenchment can be made in the expenditure of any 
department or office of the state without detriments to the public service, and to 
report from time to time such recommendations and bills as may be necessary to` 
add to the economy and accountability of any officer of the state; and said commit- ° 
tee shall make such recommendations as tothe investment of public moneys, and 
the exchange or sale of any of the bonds or securities held by the state, as in 
their judgment the public interest requires. . :

Hon. F. J. Mills, Chairman on Irrigation and Water Rights: 

Drar S1r—In reply to your communication of date January 5, 1893, submit- 
ting the following question for my opinion, to wit: “Has the legislature any 
power to exempt canal property from taxation permanently, or for a term of 
years.” Iam of the opinion that the legislature has’ no power to make any such 
exception. c 

The legislature has plenary power except as limited by the constitution. 
The sections of the constitution restricting the legislative body are embraced in 
Article VII of the constitution of the State of Idaho. 

Section 5 of said Article taken alone would indicate that the legislature 
possesses the power to exempt, as suggested by your question, but the sections 
of the article taken together, to my mind, clearly indicate that the intent of the 
constitution makers is opposed to exemptions. 

Section 8 declares “That the power to tax corporations or corporate property. 
both real and personal shall never be relinquished or supended.” 

Thus far the power of the legislature is limited. If the legislature should. 
pass a law exempting canal property from taxation, the burden would be lifted 
from individuals but would remain upon corporations owning canals; taxation 
would not be uniform: the laws would be unequal, and would be obnoxious to 
the constitution.

Mr. Speaker—We, your committee on privileges-and elections, having had 
under consideration House Bill No.1, introduced by Storey, beg leave to make 
the following report: ` 


We have had said. bill under consideration and submit herewith a substitute. 

The object of the bill introduced was te eliminate from the test oath in the 
election law the retro-active feature thereof. so far as it pertained to the exercise 
of the right of suffrage by those persons who were once members of what is 
commonly called the Mormon church. 


Under the constitution no bigamist can exercise_the franchise, and any 
person who is living in what is known as patriarchal, plural or celestial marriage, 
or is a member of, or contributes to the support, aid or encouragement of any 
order, association, corporation -or society which teaches, advises, counsels or 
encourages any person to enter into bigamy, polygamy or such patriarchal, plural 
or celestial marriage shall not be permitted to vote. 

The constitution further provides that the legislature may prescribe addi- 
tional qualifications, limitations and conditions for the right of suffrage additional 
to those prescribed by the constitution, but shall never annul any of the pro- 
visions contained in the constitution. 


Section 3 of the act relating to elections and electors, approved February 25, 
1891, fixes the qualifications of electors substantially the same as the qualifica- 
tions enumerated in the elector’s oath, which is embraced in Section 43 of the 
same act. ` : 


The original bill introduced sought only to modify the restrictions contained 
in the elector’s oath by removing all retro-active features not embraced in Section 
3, Article VI of the constitution, but in order to reach this entire subject, we find 
it necessary to modify Section 3 of the same act, which fixes the qualifications of 
electors, by removing from that Section all retro-active features, thereby leaving 
the qualifications the same as those prescribed by the constitution. 

Your committee consider this legislation as of the first importance in view of 
the position taken within the past two years by the so-called Mormon church. * 


In October, 1890, a manifesto was issued by the authority of the church and 
afterwards confirmed by church conference, in which it.was declared to be the 
policy of the church to abandon further practice of polygamous relations. 


For over two years it has been constantly claimed by the representatives of 
the Mormon church that said manifesto was issued in good face, while those 
high in authority outside of the church have represented that the members and 
adherents of this church have generally obeyed the laws of the United States 
and abstained from plural marriages and polygamous co-habitation. 


an 
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Your committee would further call attəntion to the fact, in support of these 
statements, that the president of the United States has but recently, in consider- 
ation of the evidence placed before him of the absolute good faith of the mem- 
bers of the Mormon church in the matter of the abandonment of polygamy, 
issued a proclamation granting full amnesty and pardon to all persons liable to 
the penalties of the act of Congress by reason of unlawful co-habitation under 
cover of po'ygamous or plural marriages, who have abstained from such unlawful 
co-habitation since November, 1890. 


We are clearly of the opinion that the members of the Mormon church have 
been acting, and are still acting, in good faith in the matter of the abandonment 
of polygamous relations. 

On account of those relations, and the persistence, not only in their continued: 
practice, but also in their rights to practice them, the legislation upon this sub- 
ject was considered an imperative necessity. Now, that these relations have 
been abandoned, and the object of the law has been accomplished, we think that 
all restrictions should be removed, excepting those required by the constitution. 


Under the constitution bigamists and polygamists are not permitted to exer- 
cise the franchise, neither is any person that belongs-to any church, organization 
or incorporation which teaches bigamy and polygamy, or plural and patriarchal 
marriage entitled to the franchise. and under the provisions of the act as 
amended no person will be qualified to vote, and entitled to register and vote at 
any election who belongs to any such order, organization or association, If, how- 
ever, the claims of the members of the Mormon church be true, that the church 
has absolutely abandoned both the practice and the teaching of polygamy and no 
longer permits plural or patriarchal marriages, all members thereof, who are not 
bigamists or polygamists, can exercise the franchise. i 


The disfranchisement of a large class of people is a matter of the utmost con- 
cern and should not be continued after-it has been made satisfactorily to appear 
that the object of the restrictive legislation has been fully secured. 


It is the opinion of your committee that there is no longer any necessity for 
the continuance of the qualifications contained in the act of February 25, 1891, 
which are additional to those positively fixed in and required by the constitution, 
and for that reason we recommend the adoption of the Substitute.

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Thus it will be seen that after paying all deficiency claims for 1892 and the 
legislative expenses of the second session from the 1892 income, there is a small 
surplus. This may be neglected in our estimate for 1893, and consequently our 
income for this year must be sufficient for our actual expenses.

These fixed and ordinary expenses are all that we recommend to be raised by 
direct taxation during the next two years, or about $165,000 per year. 

Such unusual expenditures as the additional appropriation for the World’s 
Fair and for the necessary penitentiary repairs, etc., and all appropriations made 
by the present Legislature, which are unusual expenditures, we recommend to 
be paid from money borrowed on twenty year 5 per cent. bonds for such purposes, 

The assessed valuation of the state in 1892 was $31,160,000. We estimate 
that this will increase 10 per cent. in 1893, which will make the 1893 assessment, 
$34,276,000. 

To raise $165,000 (our estimate of the necessary fixed state expenses for one 
year) upon this assessment of $34,276,000, will require a levy of about 48 cents 
on the hundred dollars, and we recommend that the state tax levy be reduced 
from 85 cents to 55 cents on the hundred dollars, which will allow for probable 
delinquent taxes. 


The assessment roll should increase another 10 per cent. in 1894, but we 
recommend that the levy for 1894 be placed also at 55 cents, for the reason that 
any possible surplus for 1894 will ‘be taken up by the expenses of the third 
legislative session. 5 


We therefore recommend that the state tax levy for the year 1893 and 1894 
be placed at 55 cents on the hundred dollars. 
The total bonded bebt of the state is $251,000, this can be increased under 
the law to about $475,000, an increase of $224,000. 
The valuation throughout the state is on a low basis. We recommend that 
a maximum county levy be limited by law to 150 to 175 cents on the hundred 
ollars. à 
_ We believe that the present system of low valuations and high rate of taxa- 
tion is working great injury to our state by preventing investment of capital, 
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and we recommend such legislation as will lead to a reduction of the tax rate to, 
at most, 2 per cent. for both state and county taxes. 


We do not recommend any increased appropriation for the state militia. 
It is the intention of the committee to introduce later in the session, a bill or 
bills, covering the points of legislation recommended in this report. 


We have not yet completed our investigations of all state departments, and 
will submit a more detailed report at some future time in regard to such investi- 
gations. 


The estimate for interest on state warrants in this report is based upon a 
rate of six per cent; should the-present rate of ten per cent continue, $8000 should 
be added to this item. f

Drar Sir—I am in receipt of your communication of the 14th instant, 
requesting an opinion as to the constitutionality of House ‘Bill No. 28, entitled-an 
act to regulate the taxing of mortgages, and other securities. Section 1 of said 
act, to which your question refers, being as follows: : f 


Section 1. That a mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obligation by 
which a debt is secured (except those held by the state) shall, for the purpose of 
assessment and taxation, be deemed and treated, as an interest in the property 
affected thereby, except as to railroads and other quasi public corporations, in 
case of debts so secured, the value of the property affected by such mortgage, 
deed of trust, contract or obligation, less the value of such security, shall be as- 
sessed and taxed to the owner of the property, and the value of such security 
shall be assessed and taxed to the owner thereof, in the county, city or dis- 
trict in mek the property affected thereby is situated. 

9- - 
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The said section is exactly in the words of Section 4, Article XIII of the 
constitution of the State of California of 1880, and substantially the same as 
Section 3627, Chapter III of Title XVIII of the political code of said state. 


The incorporation of this section into this constitution, removes the objection 
that might be urged against the pending bill, but a careful examination of its 
provisions, leads me to conclude that the act is within the power of the legisla- 
ture and conforms to the constitutional requirements, that “All taxes shall he 
uniform, upon the same class of subjects within the territorial limits of the 
authority levying the tax, and shall be levied and collected under general laws, 
which shall prescribe such regulations-as shall secure a just valuation for taxa- 
tion, of all property, real or personal.” : 


See Section 5, Article VII, constitution of Idaho. 

In construing a similar section in the constitution of Colorado, the supreme 
court of that state says: 

“Uniformity of taxes, not uniformity of procedure, or of rules or regulations 
to govern the levy thereof, is the uniformity required.”

_ amount for which the state can be bonded under the constitution in addition to 
our present bonded indebtedness is $363,115.06, showing that the state can place 
the bonds called for in Bill No. 27 and still be more than $228,000.00’ below the 
maximum bonded state indebtedness that can be incurred by the legislature 
without a vote of the people. To pay the interest on the bonds, called for by 
House Bill No. 27, and to provide a sinking fund for the redemption of the 
principal and the payment of the interest when it becomes due, will require an 
annual revenue of $12,000.00 to raise which, upon the state assessment roll of 
1892, would require an ad valorem tax of 4 cents on each $100, to continue for 
twenty years for full payment of bonds. 


No account of possible increase of assessment roll is taken in the above 
estimated tax rate of 4 cents on the $100.00. 

The committee are of the opinion that we were to consider the bill simply 
from a financial standpoint, which is done above.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


STATE or ĪDAHO, 
i ExEcutive DEPARTMENT, 
Borse Crry, IDAHO, January 27, 1893. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives, Second Session, Idaho Legislature: 


In compliance with Article XIII of our constitution, the first session of the 
Idaho Legislature passéd a bill with a view of establishing a bureau of labor 
and statistics. The measure unfortunately failed to obtain executive approval. 
Day by day the necessity of such a bureau becomes more apparent to every 
officer of the state, 2s demands are continually being made upon us for informa- 
tion regarding our resources, both mineral and agricultural, as well as inquiries 
concerning our educational and other advantages. 


It is impossible for us to give the time necessary to a proper representation 
of our state’s interests in this direction with the limited clerical force at our 
command. If we had a bureau established with sufficient means to cause to be 
printed proper reports’ of our various resources, the letters of inquiry which 
come to all of the state officers, as well as our boards of trade, might be referred 
to the commissioner in charge of this bureau. 

I think the history of our state will reveal the fact that less attention has 
been paid by our people and less money expended with a view of diverting immi- 
gration here than has been exercised or expended by any other of the western 
states. I suggest that immediate provision should be made for the establishment 
of this bureau and its full equipment, with a view to the great work which it 
will be able to accomplish during the coming exposition. 


That the commissioner be authorized to open an office in the Idaho building 
in Chicago during the continuance of the World’s Fair and have there for distri- 
12-H ` æ 
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bution among the visitors such statistics and data as will educate the people con- 
cerning our resources and advantages. f 

When will such an opportunity present itself again to advertige the wonder- 
ful resources of our state? We can there and then present evidences sufficient 
to convince the most skeptical that Idaho to-day has greater resources, both 
mineral and agricultural, undeveloped, unoccupied and open for investment than 
any other state in the Union. 


We have coal, iron, copper, gold, silver, lead and many other minerals within 
our borders. We have vast forests of valuable timber; splendid ranges for 
cattle, horses and sheep; beautiful plains, almost boundless in their extent, which 
await only the fertilizing effect of the diversion of our mountain streams into 
proper canals and ditches; we have the beautiful hills of the northern part of 
the state whereon plentiful rainfall never fails to bring forth the richest of 
harvests. We have every resource that the heart of man could desire, all await- 
ing capital and labor for their development. That thousands of homes are not 
already scattered over the Snake river valley, that the sound of mills and fur- 
naces are not heard on every hand, is due largely to our own parsimony. If we 
would have immigration and capital come to our state, we must send forth the 
glad tidings that homes are here for the asking, and that gold and silver are 
here for the digging. 

A few thousand dollars judiciously spent in making known to the citizens of 
other states the advantages that we enjoy, would go far to make this state one of 
the most populous and prosperous in the Union. _ 

Realizing the importance of this subject I have dwelt upon it at some length, 
but not longer than the circumstances justify. 

The burdens of state and county governments will be relieved in proportion 
to the increase of wealth which we gain. Therefore, the expenditure of sucha 
small sum as will be needed for the establishment and maintenance of this 
bureau will be very light in proportion to the great gain derived. 

This bureau should not be a bureau of immigration alone, but as the consti- 
tution provides, one having the interests of labor in charge as well. In the 
language of the constitution “The commissioner should annually make a report 
in writing to the Governor of the state of the information collected and collated 
by him and containing such recommendations as he may deem calculated to 
promote the efficiency of the bureau.” 

A careful consideration of the differences between capital and labor made 
by this officer would doubtless suggest to his mind such remedies as, laid before 
the legislature, would promote legislation of such a character as to harmonize 
any differences which might arise and secure to the workingmen protection from 
arbitrary masters,as well as just compensation for labor performed. At the 
same time bring a sense of security for capital invested. 

The commission might be empowered to investigate the causes leading to 
strikes and disagreements between employers and their employees, and report to 
the Governor such remedies as he may deem necessary to secure more fraternal | 
relations between labor and capital.

Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives, Second Session, 
idaho Legislature: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit to you estimates of the appropriation needed 
for the maintenance of the insane in the asylum at Blackfoot, also for the pur- 
chase of another piece of land and needed improvements to the asylum, together 
with the keeping of the insane for the next two years, amounting inall to $60,000, 


It will afford me pleasure to explain to the committee, to whom this message 
is referred, the various wants of the asylum and the reason why this appropria- 
tion is asked. — 


I have just returned from a visit to that institution and find thatits manage- 
ment during the last two years has been stich as to reflect great credit upon not 
only the members of the board of directors. Messrs. F. P. Cavanah, I. N. Costin 
and W. Œ Hill, but also upon Dr. J. W. Givens, physician in charge, as well as 
the various employees engaged around the establishment. I doubt whether any 
state in the union has been more fortunate in the purchase of location and the 
management and business tact exercised in the erection and furnishing of the 
buildings. : — 

I submit to you an inventory of the property of the asylum whieh belongs to 
the state, showing.a total value of $101,255.00. I doubt whether any-state in the 
union has as good buildings erected for the same amount of money. 


As a general rule, I believe that the appointees of the administration should 
be in harmony with the political teachings and beliefs of the party in power, but, in- 
the management of an insane asylum I am convinced that an exception should be 
made. The welfare and kind treatment of those unfortunate people are of greater 
moment than the political success of any individual or number of individuals 
who might obtain employment there owing to party affiliation. Although the 
physician in charge is not in sympathy with the present state administration, we 
recognize the responsibility attached to the position which he occupies, and the 
necessity of employing those persons for nurses and attendants who are both by 
education and disposition qualified to fill the places regardless of their political 
faith; consequently believing in the ability of the present incumbents, there will 
be no change made in that institution during the next two years, other than that 
recently made with the concurrence of the Senate, by the appointment of Frank 
R. Gooding to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. Hill, unless

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unforeseen circumstances should demand it, and I hope that your committee to 
whom this message will be referred by your honorable body, will kindly give me 
the pleasure of a persona] interview relative to the appropriation for which I ask, 
and I am convinced that your sympathies for the patients in that institution will, 
upon their report, impel you to grant the appropriation which we need. 


I submit to you vouchers Nos. 2110, 2030, 1314, 1821, 49, 68 and 1931, being 
claims paid and unpaid for conveying patients to the asylum. 


I respectfully call your attention to the expense incurred under this system, 
and suggest that a large saving may’be made to the state by providing that-upon 
any person being adjudged insane, the county judge of the county in which the 
patient resides shall wire to the physician in charge of the asylum to send an 
attendant to convey the patient there. By this method return tickets could be 
secured at a reduced price. The patient would be in charge of a person skilled 
in the management of insane people, and as they are skilled in their management, 
the expense of an assistant would be almost invariably avoided, Where the 
insane person is a woman, a female attendant could be sent, and where a man, a 
male attendant. 


I think upon examination of these vouchers which are a good sample of 
those in the auditor’s office, you will, be inclined to adopt the plan proposed, or 
some other method to reduce the continually increasing expense which the state 
must incur in this direction. . 


Two years ago the legislature made an appropriation of $5000 for this pur- 
pose, which was exhausted on September 28 last, since which time a deficiency 
has occurred of $2119.55, making a total expense during the last two years of 
$7119.55. e 

The adoption of the plan which I recommend would incur an additional 
expense of only one attendant at a salary of $35.00 to $50.00 per month, while the 
Sieh portion of their time could be employed in the regular duties around the 
asylum. yes 

As half of the present session has already expired, I trust that these sug- 
gestions will receive your prompt consideration. 

I respectfully ask that the vouchers herewith submitted be returned to my 
office after consideration and examination by the committee.

To the Senate and House of Representatives, Second Session, Idaho Legis- 
lature: 


The annual meeting of the American Bi-metallic League will convene in 
Washington, D. C.; on the 22d inst. Its meeting at this time may be of the 
greatest importance, inasmuch as the president-elect is using all his influence 
to repeal the present silver purchase law, thereby leaving the producers and 
debtor class of this country at the mercy of the gold kings of the old world, 
The entire West should be represented in that convention, and the views and 
sentiments of this section emphasized by a delegation, especially from every 
state west of the Mississippi. The voice of Idaho should be raised at that 
meeting in no uncertain manner, not only by.our representatives in Congress, 
but by a delegation of citizens sent from this state to aid them. 


For nearly a quarter of a century Congress seems to have been hypnotized 
by the magic wand of gold.” Both legislative and executive departments have 
bowed down and kissed the golden rod of the despots of Europe and Wall 
street. Year after year the influence of legislation antagonistic to silver is being 
felt more keenly as the industries of our country and our people are approaching 
the conditions of the serfs, peons and ryots of the gold standard countries of 
Europe. -I therefore venture to suggest to your honorable bodies that you at 
once make provision for sending at least ten well known, earnest and able 
advocates of the free coinage of silver to attend that convention, and as the 
movement is in a common cause and interests, all citizens alike, regardless of 
political affiliations, delegates should not be expected to pay their own expenses. 
- Some provision should be made whereby the item of expense could be met from 
the public treasury. To obtain prompt action in this matter I suggest that. 
a joint committee of the two houses be at once appointed to draft a bill provid- 
ing for the expenses of such number of delegates as you may think best to send, 
and the manner of their selection. A small appropriation is all that will be 
necessary, as I am satisfied that the loyalty of our citizens to the welfare of their 
state and nation will make it easy to obtain sufficient number of delegates who 
will ask nothing but their actual expenses, amounting in all to not more than 
$200.00 for each delegate.

All members of both Senate and House con- 
ference committees expressed themselves as in favor of enfranchising the Mormon 
people, and your committee recommend that this House do pass a bill amendatory 
to Sections 3 and 48 of our general election law. The object of such a bill should, 
in our opinion, be restricted to the enfranchisement of the Mormons. Then, if 
the Senate and House fail to agree upon other matters in connection with the 
general election law, such disagreement will not affect the main object of the 
Storey bill, viz., the complete enfranchisement of the Mormon people, by repeal- 
ing the retro-active feature of the electors’ qualifications as contained in Section ` 
3, and the electors’ oath as contained in Section 43 of our general election law. 
None of the amendments in regard to which your conference committee were 
unable to agree with the Senate conference committee affected in any way 
Sections 3 and 43. In view of these facts, your committee earnestly recommend 
that this House insist upon its refusal to concur in the Senate amendments to 
the Storey bill, and that we pass a bill amending Sections 3 and 43, as herein- 
before mentioned, so that the enfranchisement of the Mormon people will not 
be delayed, so far as this House is concerned, by any failure to agree in regard to 
the Senate amendments to the Storey bill, as those amendments do notin any 
way affect the main question.

Mr. Speaker—I herewith return to you House Bill No. 27, which passed the 
House of Representatives January 31 and the Senate February 11, and received 
my signature on the 15th day of February, 1893. 


As this is a voluminous bill, I informed- the gentlemen in charge that L 
would not have time to go through it line by line and word by word, but as it 
recéived almost the unanimous vote of both houses I would sign it if they were 
satisfied the bill was in proper shape. Accordingly I did so. This afternoon a 
gentleman desiring information concerning the methods of placing the bonds, I 
got the bill out to look up the desired information, and find that an error has 
been made in the enrollment of the same, which will necessitate the re-enact- 
ment of the measure if you desire that it should become a law. I suggest that 
in re-enacting this bill you make a different provision for the sale of these bonds. 
I do not think it is the proper thing for the state treasurer to be required to sell - 
these bonds all at once regardiess of when the money may be needed. The 
bonds should be sold on contract so that no loss in interest may occur. 

I felt it my duty before to admonish the members of both houses to be 
careful in drawing, engrossing and enrolling their bills, as it certainly cannot be 
expected that the chief executive shall resolve himself into an enrolling com- 
mittee. The result of this mistake will make still more apparent the necessity 
of carefulness in all your actions.

“The judiciary committee of the House of Representatives in compliance 
with a resolution of the House directing the committee to submit House Bill No. 
80 to the attorney-general of the state for his opinion, as to whether or not said 
bill is in eonflict with the constitution of the state, request an opinion from you 
in accordance with said resolution.” 

Iam of the opinion that.the act is notin conflict with the constitution of 
the state, except that the subject of the bill is not properly expressed in the 
title; the subject contained in the body of the bill providing that printing, 
binding and stationery work for the state and for the counties within the state 
shall be performed within the state. The title to the act is not so comprehensive 
or extensive, it being as follows: 

“An act providing that the state and county printing and binding and 
stationery work of the several counties throughout the state shall be executed 
within the state.” > 


There is a question as to whether the legislative department is not invading 
the province of the executive department, but it is a question not likely to be 
fatal, for the reason that the executive department is in sympathy with the 
principle contained in the bill. 
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The most serious question that presents itself is whether the bill is not in 
conflict with our national cénstitution, but I have not attempted within the 
brief time in which I am required to give an opinion, an examination of any 
defects in the bill in that respect, and for the further reason that the bill is 
before the House for a concurrence in, or refusal to concur,in the Senate 
amendments.

Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives, Second Session, 
Idaho Legislature: 


GentLEMEN—Einclosed T hand you copy of a letter which is a fair sample of 
the correspondence we are receiving daily, making inquiry concerning the 
resources of our state. On January 27th I sent both houses a message culling 
your attention to the needs of our state relating to the matter of immigration. 
As the session is drawing to a close, and no action has been taken as yet, I desire 
once more, if possible, to impress upon the members the importance of action in 
this direction. 


I will address a message to the Senate on the same, subject, and hope you can 
agree on some appropriation, which, if it will not be sufficient to establish the 
office of commissioner of immigration and labor, will, at least give the state 
board sufficient funds to have printed in pamphlet form a description of our 
state and its varied resources. If we expect to get the immigration which we 
need, we must do something to give those who are looking westward an idea of 
what we have in the way of inducements to bring them here.

To the Senate and House of Representatives, Second Session, Idaho Legislature: 

As information has reached me that the Senate has adopted a resolution 
providing for adjournment on Thursday, the 2d of March, I desire to call your 
attention to a few matters which I deem to be of so vital importance to the state 
as to warrant sending a special message to your honorable bodies on these 
subjects. : : 

In my inaugural message I recommended the passage of ‘a general law 
providing for division of counties and the removal of county seats. The action 
of this Legislature has been such as to endorse the wisdom of my recommenda- 
tion. While I have réfrained from taking any part in the councils of those who 
have sought the division of various counties, and while I do not now propose to 
offer any suggestions as to the wisdom of these measures, I believe you will all 
concur that these efforts have cost the Legislature a great deal of valuable time 
which might have been devoted to formulating other legislation of general im- 
portance to the state, , 


It matters not what you may see fit to do concerning the bills now in your 
hands. The passage of such a law as, I recommended would prevent such 
occurrences in the future. It is needless for me to say that the damage to 
the state extends farther than the loss of time, and the loss of other legislation, 
because these county division contests always lead to the formation of combines, 
and often lead the friends of such measures to support other legislation which 
they would otherwise condemn. 


Another recommendation which I made, and which has received the endorse- 
ment of the press all over the state, related to our mining industry. Thereisa 
bill now, I think, in the Senate relating to this question which certainly should 
be acted upon before your adjournment. As the mining industry of the state is 


oa . 
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of such vital importance, your constituents will not hold you guiltless if you 
adjourned without passing this or some similar bill. 


The fifteenth session of the Territorial Legislature paesed a bill dividing the 
county of Alturas into three separate counties, and failed at that time, as has 
every Legislature since, to apportion the indebtedness of Alturas which existed 
at the time of the division, until, at the present moment the county of Alturas is-s 
in a most unfortunate condition financially. 


.The bonds, together with the interest which she owes, are due, and the 
holders of them are entitled to their money. A case is already in the United 
States circuit court wherein the creditors are attempting to recover. Some- 
thing must be done or judgment will be rendered and attachments issue. This 

condition is such as to affect ‘the. credit of.the state. If you adjourn without 

making some provision to remedy this unfortunate circumstance, a contingency 

may arise wherein we will not be able to place the bonds of our state authorized 
this session at the rate of interest provided for in the bills. 

There is now somewhere in one of your houses a Substitute for Senaté Bill 

No. 49, which I believe was prepared by the Senate judiciary committee. I have 

not examined the bill, and am not prepared to say whether it provides the proper 


and just remedy or not. Your judgment and wisdom will guide you in this 
matter. l 


In conclusion, I appeal to you that as the hour of adjournment is drawing 
near, that’ you do not pass by unheeded, these, my suggestions, so respectfully 
submitted.

_ QENTLEMEN—I have before me House Bill No. 148, by Workman, an act to 
amend Section 16 of an act entitled an act to provide for the internal improve- 
ment of the state by the construction of a system of wagon roads in the coun- 
_ ties of Boise, Custer, Lemhi, Idaho, Shoshone, Kootenai, Latah and Nez Perce and 
providing funds for the construction of said system of wagon roads by the issu- 
ance of a series of state road bonds. ~ 


The act.of which this is amendatory was approved- by me on February 16, ° 
1893. It carried with it an appropriation of .only $135. I did not call the atten- 
tion of the House to the error in the enrollment of the bill for some time after 
its passage, thereby giving the members opportunity to hear from their constitu- 
ents concerning the advisability of such legislation. This amendment, which I 
now approve, and which was calculated to correct the error in the former bill, as 
well as to provide a different and a better method of selling the bonds, was voted 
- upon and passed by a large majority of both houses which was a practical enact- 
ment of the law upon two different dates with ample time for consideration inter- 
vening. S . . 

The wisdom of constructing a portion of this wagon road cannot be doubted. 
That division down Salmom river, and the division to Elk City, together with the 
divisions through Boise county and eastward fully justify the expense to the State 
incurred in their construction, while I think some other divisions of the road 
will prove of little value, as I doubt*whether the counties in which they are con- 
structed can afford to maintain them after they are built. - 


I am impelled to sign this bill in consideration of the land interests of the - 
state, and by that consideration alone. I believe that $50,000 of the amount 
carried. by this bill has been appropriated for the construction of roads which 
wiél be of little value. ~ 


t 

In the Congressional act providing for the admission of the State of Idaho, 
we received the very liberal donation of 590,000 acres of land in addition to the 
land heretofore granted to the territory, which, at the price fixed by Congress 
($10,per acre) will amount to $5,900,000. But little of this land has been selected 
by the state in consequence of thé failure on the part of Congress to appropriate 
money for surveys. ‘Che last session, however, made a liberal appropriation, and 
contracts are let for surveying large tracts in the mountain and timber districts. 

All, or nearly all, the valley and open lands of any value have already been 
selected by private citizens under the various acts of Congress, and there is but 
dittle left for the state from which to make its selections, other than the lands 
chiefly valuable for their timber. which are in the interior and mountainous 
districts of the state. By the building of this system of wagoh roads these lande 


te, 
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may be made available; consequently, while I think the bill has been carelessly 
cousidered, and is unwise in some of its provisions, also satisfied that 
further appropriations will be asked of future legislatutes to complete the work— 
notably that division down Salmon river. I believé that as the timber lands are 
being rapidly taken up, that it would be dangaus to delay another two years, `

' Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives, Second Session, 
. Idaho Legislature: 

GENTLEMEN-—I beg leave in this my last communication to your honorable 
body to congratulate you for the fidelity in which you have performed the trusts 
given into your hands by your constituents who have elected you to the honor- 
able position which you occupy. 

Your endeavors to perform your duties in the interest of the state stands 
out in contrast to the actions of the higher branch of this legislature, who has so 
ignobly deserted its post of duty in the last hour of the session without passing 
the apportionment bill and without passing the tax levy bill, thereby requiring 
the levy of: two years ago to be imposed upon the taxpayers of this state which is 
largely in excess of our requirements; this is a representation of the action of . 
the two great reform parties—the Democrats and Populists. 

- They have refused to pass the bill providing for the loan of the money in the 
state and county treasuries. The surplus accumulation by the enforcement of . 
the levy of two years agv will be piled up for the use of the banks in Boise City.
